2008 Teachers’ Choice Award 


CLEVELAND (May 19, 2008)—For the third consecutive year, the Cleveland Museum of 
Art’s (CMA) Distance Learning Program has won the 2008 Teachers’ Choice Award for Best 
Content Providers for the 2007-2008 school year in the Fine Arts Museum Category. Hosted by the 
Berrien County Independent School District (ISD) in Michigan, the Berrien County ISD lists 
approximately 250 content providers in their database by categories and then allows coordinators and 
teachers from the United States, Canada and the United Kingdom to vote for their favorite providers. 

The Teachers’ Choice Awards began in 2006 and are conducted annually each May. The awards 
program began as a way to rate content providers on more than teacher feedback alone. Berrien County 
ISD has been listing content providers' programs since 2000. As the most comprehensive database of 
videoconference content providers, it has been used nationally since 2002 and sponsored by Polycom 
since 2003.

Programs are designed for grades K-12 and are aligned with 
national academic standards. Learning packets with extension activities are supplied with most lessons. 
Teacher workshops are also available to introduce audiences to videoconferencing. Participants may 
choose two to three lessons topics in order to sample images and content in these half-hour sessions.
